"an inverted predicted conditional branch" is changed to "an inverted version of the 
predicted condition branch". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not specifically teach or suggest, individually or in combination, a branch 
predictor comprising an accuracy history table for storing an accuracy history of the 
predicted branches and a multiplexer has an input for receiving a branch prediction and 
an inverted version of that branch prediction, where the appropriate prediction is 
selected based on a single selection signal, which is the most significant bit of a plurality 
of accuracy history bits for the branch instruction, in addition to all the other limitations 
of the claims.
